And although be said our nation’s own 
“economic imbroglio” forces severe restraints 
on the quantity of aid available for Russia, 
some support is vital to the world’s sacio- 
political and economic situation. 

“Weshould givethem hope—~and thehoape 
would be by investing in transportation and 
storage facilities and things like that,” Bacon 
said, 

Bacon said he is not suprised by polls 
showing a lack of support for financial aid to 
Russia. 

“Americans have always been suspicious 
of foreign aid. But, over time, it has gained 
support as American education has become 


more internationally-oriented. -
